In June 
196fi Admiral Rabom. the Director of Central Intelligence at that time, appointed 
Colonel Wliite as Executive Director-Comptroller, the Agency's top executive 
management position. He continuis to hoki this important jswition lliinl in 
the Agency's executive command.
